A FOLKESTONE man has 
thanked Yourshepway after suc¬ 
ceeding in his campaign to have his 
DNA removed from the police 
database - and changing the law. 

The Government announced in the Com¬ 
mons last week that it would adopt a new sys¬ 
tem in which innocent people’s details would 
be destroyed in all but the most serious cases. 

Alan Ewins, of Warren Close, said: “It’s not 
often that a citizen is privileged to bring about 
a change in the law I feel extraordinarily hon¬ 
oured to have played such an important role. 

“However, I could not have done it without 
Yourshepway, which was the only local media 
smart enough to appreciate the importance of 
what was happening. 

“I’d also like to thank Damian Collins MP for 
raising the issue in Parliament.” 

Mr Ewins was arrested on suspicion of 
assault last year but later released without 
charge. His fingerprints and palm-prints were 
taken while in custody and kept on file. 

However, despite repeated requests to the 
police, he was told his details could only be 
removed in “exceptional” circumstances, which 
were at the discretion of the Chief Constable. 

Home Office minister James Brokenshire 
said in response to Mr Collins’ letter about the 
case: “The Government intends to introduce 
new legislation as part of the Freedom Bill to 
restrict the scope of the DNA database and to 
give added protection to innocent people 
whose samples have been stored. 

“DNA taken in respect of a minor offence will

Brothers follow 
family tradition

TWO Gurkha brothers are 
continuing a family tradi¬ 
tion by serving together in 
the Army after being post¬ 
ed to Afghanistan. 

Captain Sherbahadur Gurung, 
known as Sher, is based in Lashkar 
Gah at the headquarters of Task 
Force Helmand, and his brother, 
Lance Corporal Jay Gurung, is at 
Camp Bastion as part of the same 
tour. 

Sher, 43, is the liaison officer for 
the 1st Battalion the Royal Gurkha 
Rifles, who are usually based at 
Shomcliffe Barracks and are cur¬ 
rently serving in the Nahr-e Saraj 
South district of Helmand Province. 
He was deployed in April this year 
and has a wife and two children at 
home in Kent. 

His brother Jay, 29, is a member 
of 246 Queen’s Gurkha Signal 
Squadron in York and came to 
Afghanistan in August as part of 
the next brigade. He is based in 
Camp Bastion but has just arrived 
back in the UK in time for his wife 
to give birth to their first child. 

Sher and Jay’s grandfather 
served for 28 years in the Indian 
army and their father served in the 
Nepalese army for six years. Their 
parents still live in Nepal. 


Sher said: “It seems like only yes¬ 
terday when I was young and my 
father talked to me about the Army 
and explained his wish for me to 
join the British Army 

“I was 15 when I finally decided 
my ambition would be to be a sol¬ 
dier, following in the footsteps of my 
grandfather and father. 

“I passed selection at Pokhara in 
January 1987, soon after leaving 
school. I came straight to the UK 
after that, in 1987. 

“I have had a very varied career to 
date in the British Army and have 
enjoyed travelling around the world 
on exercises, operations and other 
various duties, such as the Honour 
Guard in Korea in 1992.” 

Sher said that he always hoped 
his younger brother would join the 
British Army and was thrilled 
when Jay passed selection in 
January 2001 and came to the UK 
that October. 

He said: “I am delighted and very 
proud to have served alongside my 
brother. We have earned two 
Afghanistan medals, which will go 
in our house in Nepal. 

“Although we are living in differ¬ 
ent bases, I feel like we are togeth¬ 
er. The roles and responsibilities are 
never going to be easy on an opera¬ 
tional tour such as this one, but my 
confidence is greater, knowing my 
brother is serving with me. 

“We are very lucky and we can 
talk on a weekly basis.” 


Robbed at knifepoint 

POLICE are appealing for witnesses 
after a woman was robbed at knife¬ 
point at her home in Hythe. 

The 27-year-old was upstairs in her 
house in Dymchurch Road when she 
heard a knock at the front door. 

She ignored it, but soon afterwards 
a man wearing a balaclava came into 
her room and threatened her with 
what is thought to be a knife, while a 
second man searched the property 

The men stole her purse, mobile 
phone and Playstation before leaving. 
The woman was not injured. 

The men were seen running into 
Fort Road. Both were wearing black 
balaclavas. 

The incident happened between 
6pm and 6.50pm on Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 7.

Bank-raid charge 

A FOLKESTONE man has been 
charged with stealing £2,000 from a 
bank in Rye. 

A man in a balaclava marched into 
the HSBC in Rye high street on 
Thursday afternoon last week and 
demanded money before leaving with 
£2,000 in a bag. 

There was only one customer in the 
bank and no one was injured. 

Witnesses spotted a man acting 
suspiciously, waved down a police car 
and pointed out the suspect. Eight 
minutes later, a man was arrested 
and all the money was recovered. 

Alan Bourne, 44, of Marine Terrace, 
Folkestone, was charged on Friday 
with robbery and the case was 
referred to crown court. 

He will be held under arrest until 
his hearing on Friday, November 26. 

'One way'boat fine 

A FISHING vessel that travelled the 
wrong way down the Dover Strait 
was finally fined £5,000... two years 
after the incident. 

The Emilia Jane from Brixham 
broke international maritime regula¬ 
tions by spending two hours travel¬ 
ling the wrong way down the busy 
shipping lane in the Channel on 
September 17, 2008, but it took until 
Thursday, September 9, 2010, for the 
case to be tried in Folkestone as no 
one was sure who was in charge of 
the vessel. 

The Maritime and Coastguard 
Agency called the resulting confusion 
a “manifest failure on the part of the 
company” which led to a “long drawn- 
out investigation”. 

The owner was fined £2,000 and 
£3,000 in costs.

Never say never, says 
Janies Bond expert

AS James Bond fights for his life 
in the boardroom, Graham Rye, 
Lydd resident and editor of the 
official 007 fanzine, reassures us 
that we haven’t seen the last of 
the world’s favourite secret agent 
just yet. 

While film-production company MGM 
struggles to stay afloat, Bond 23 was sus¬ 
pended indefinitely on Monday, April 19, 
although rumours that it had been axed 
completely were later proved to be false. 

Its trademark roaring lion has ushered in 
more than 4,000 films, including all 22 Bond 
movies, spread over almost half a decade, but 
MGM is now staring bankruptcy in the face 
after battling debts of $3.7 billion. 

Idiots 

Mr Rye has dedicated his life to becoming 
the expert on all things 007 after his father 
took him to see Bond’s first film, Dr No, at the 
cinema when he was 11 years old. 

He launched the 007 magazine in 1979 and 
continues to release triannual editions from 
his offices in Lydd, where he moved two-and- 
ahalf years ago. 

He explains the problem: “MGM has been 
run by a bunch of idiots for so many years. 
Who else could have released so many world- 
famous films and still be billions in 


the red? Bond is affected because, although 
Eon Productions make the films, MGM put 
up the money and, even though they haven’t 
got any, Eon are probably unable to take the 
films elsewhere.” 

Mr Rye, however, is in no doubt about the 
future of Bond. 

Appalling 

“It won’t stop - Bond will go on forever. As 
long as people want to watch it, there will be 
new films and people are clearly still inter¬ 
ested if you look at the box-office numbers for 
the last film, the appalling Quantum of 
Solace, one of the worst Bond films ever. 

“This is a blip and Bond will ride it out. In 
1989 there was a legal wrangle between 
MGM and the films’ producer Cubby Brocolli, 
which lasted six years, but Bond was back 
in 1995 with Pierce Brosnan and as popular 
as ever.” 

MGM’s sixth extension on its loan repay¬ 
ments expires today (Wednesday), but hope 
is on the horizon as Spyglass Entertainment 
has signed a letter of intent to take over the 
company. 

What would Mr Rye like to see when Bond 
23 finally hits the screen - especially after his 
disappointment with Quantum of Solace? 

“It would be good if the next film was on a 
par quality-wise with Casino Royale. 

“Daniel Craig is a good, rugged, charismat¬ 
ic actor let down by the illogical storytelling 
and bad editing of the last film and I’d like to 
see him hit his stride with a third outing as 
Bond.”

MP warns against 
war 'cut and run' 

SHEPWAY MP Damian Collins has 
voted against continued deployment in 
Afghanistan. 

He voted to reject a motion to support 
UK troops remaining in the war-tom 
country but spoke against the tempt¬ 
ation to “cut and run” in a full-day 
debate in the House of Commons on 
Thursday last week. 

The debate was the first time the war 
had been debated in Parliament. 

The Folkestone and Hythe MP started 
by paying tribute to the Royal Gurkha 
Rifles serving and the seven servicemen 
killed or injured by the attack on the base 
at Nahr-e Saraj in July. 

Mr Collins said: ‘We have an obligat¬ 
ion to those who have served, and to 
those who have lost family members in 
Afghanistan. I also believe we have obli¬ 
gations to the Afghan people. 

We can’t cut and run from Afghanistan. 
We have obligations to the Afghan people 
to see through our strategic objectives and 
create a country where they can take over 
the governance of their own country. 

We can play a role in that. We have set 
our course and I believe we should stick 
by our strategy and that now is not the 
time to be considering a withdrawal.”

not be retained for those unconvict¬ 
ed of a minor offence.” 

Shepway MP Damian Collins 
said: “It will be in the Bill that will 
be issued later this year, so I’d hope 
by next spring Mr Ewins’s records 
will have been cleared.” 

Speaking to Yourshepway, Mr 
Ewins (above) said: “It’s been a long 
journey, but it was the police at the 
very top who made it difficult. 

“I had been refused it twice, but 
now I feel vindicated.” 

Figures published towards the 
end of last year revealed there was 
a ‘postcode lottery’ between police 
forces when it came to deciding 
whether to remove innocent peo¬ 
ple’s profiles. 

It showed Kent Police had agreed 
to 13 out of 36 requests in 2008-09, 
or about 36 per cent. 

South Yorkshire granted 83 per 
cent of requests, while others 
refused to remove any at all. 


Pair get their grand

AN ARTIST and an Aussie are 
cycling the length of Britain to raise 
money for a children’s charity. 

Gregg Brown and Shane Record 
set off from John O’Groats in 
Scotland on Wednesday morning 
last week on their epic 1,000-mile 
cycle-ride back to Folke¬ 
stone, painting their jour¬ 
ney as they go. 

As well as exploring the 
UK and promoting Folke¬ 
stone along the way, the 
pair are raising money 
and awareness for the 
Church Street Project, a 
charity offering alterna¬ 
tive creative therapies for 
children in Shepway. 

Gregg, an Australian IT 
contractor who moved to 
Folkestone seven years 
ago, said: “I hope that by supporting 
this we’re making a change to the 
kids’ lives and in turn making people 
feel better about the place they live 
in.” 

Shane owns an art gallery in 
Folkestone and is a trustee of the 
charity, helping to organise fund¬ 
raising activities. 

The intrepid duo plan to celebrate 
their return with a bash at

urban initiatives 
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District is slow 
to move out of 



THE South East led the way out 
of the recession this year - but 
new figures show Shepway trail¬ 
ing its heels behind the pack. 

The district is facing a challenging combi¬ 
nation of high exposure to public-sector cuts, 
high unemployment levels and low private- 
sector employment forecasts, according to 
statistics compiled by the South East 
England Development Agency, itself the 
victim of Government budget cuts. 

The report, published on Tuesday last 
week, showed that, while Shepway’s econo¬ 
my had grown 0.1 per cent faster than the 
national average this year, it remained 0.6 
per cent behind the county average. 

That rate is predicted to continue to grow, 
but at a slower pace, falling significantly 
below both country and county levels in 2011. 

The district output levels will return to 
their 2007 pre-recession mark, but not until 
2014, it is estimated - the third slowest 
recovery in the region. 

Employment figures across the county in 
2009 showed that the numbers of unem¬ 
ployed men rose significantly, by 3 per cent to 
9 per cent. 

Women saw a 1 per cent rise in employ¬ 
ment, putting unemployment figures at 4 per 
cent, but the agency warned that a rise in 
part-time work and delayed results could 
mean the situation was worse than por¬ 
trayed. 

While many areas of industry appear to be 
on their way to recovery, public-sector jobs

continued to be cut at the same rate and the 
agency estimated that 14,000 jobs were still 
likely to go in Kent and Medway - 2.2 per 
cent of the total workforce. 

Unemployment was generally much high¬ 
er along the coast, and although benefits 
claims fell in June, Shepway remains one of 
the worst districts affected, with more than 
five people claiming unemployment benefits 
for every one job vacancy advertised. 

One independent forecaster predicted that 
employment levels would not recover until 
2017, although another gave a more opti¬ 
mistic 2013. 

A Shepway council spokesman said: ‘We 
take note of the report that helps to identify 
some of the key economic challenges facing 
the district. 

“In recognition of those challenges, the 
council has recently given its full support to 
the formation of a Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership covering Kent and Essex, a proposal 
for which was submitted to the Government 
earlier in the week for its consideration. 

“The proposed LEP will bring together key 
figures from the public and private sector to 
help provide a joint approach to job creation 
and economic development.” 

And it wasn’t all bad news, as the pharma¬ 
ceutical, fife-science and health-care indus¬ 
try, of which Shepway has particularly high 
concentrations, was forecast to show positive 
growth.

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Banksy raiders strike to 
knock vulture off perch

A PIECE of work by one of the 
country’s most enigmatic artists 
has been discovered at Dungeness - 
and then stolen. 

The stencil of a petrol-headed vulture had 
appeared on the side of a discarded shipping 
container, but now all that’s left is a ragged hole 
in its plastic covering. 

Banksy aficionados had pinpointed the locat¬ 
ion of the stencil after spotting Dungeness 
lighthouse in a photograph on the infamous but 
anonymous graffiti artist’s website last month. 

It was seen as another classic piece of social 
commentary from the artist who has hosted 
exhibitions of his work around the world but 
whose identity remains a mystery to many. 

His work first began appearing on the streets 
of Bristol in the early 90s, but it was his trade¬ 
mark use of stencils to create satirical and 
witty caricatures that won him wider recogni¬ 
tion and the title of greatest living British artist 
in an ITV awards show in 2007. 

Perhaps such fame meant that the fate of 
his Dungeness stencil was inevitable, and an 
estimated 10 days after its creation it was dis¬ 
covered missing, on Thursday, September 2. 

Several Banksy pieces have been removed by 
councils over the years as part of their battle

caught tagging can be given a fine of up to £80. 

However, in this case the piece was removed 
by thieves, who, it is believed, will probably try 
to sell it on. 

In April 2007 a ‘Banksy’ was sold for £288,000 
by Bonhams auction house in London. 

Disappointed fans on the south coast can still 
see another new Banksy, on the seafront at 
St Leonards, Hastings. This shows a young girl 
building a sandcastle out of Tesco houses. 

The search continues for an image of a bear 
catching a dead fish which appeared on 
Banks/s website at a similar time and is 
thought to be in the area.

Another 19 illegal 
vehicles removed

(DVLA) and was launched in 2001. 

The untaxed and abandoned vehicles 
are taken to a secure compound. 

Unclaimed vehicles may be destroyed. 
Owners have to pay a £100 fine, a £160 
surety fee and a daily storage fee of £21.

Q Since leaving the Jungle in I'm a Celebrity you have 
taken up quite a few hobbies - what are they? 

A Well, I still go boxing four times a week, 
and of course I’ve got my pilot’s licence, but 
I’ve now taken up running and am planning 
on taking part in next year’s London Marat¬ 
hon. I’m currently running 10 miles three or 
four times a week. I also go to the gym to work 
out with the pro boxers. 

Boxing’s a great thing - it teaches you how 
to deal with your aggression, let it go and then 
stop. But I’m not an aggressive person at all; if 
I’m sparring with someone at the gym I find 
myself apologising to them, even though you 
shouldn’t say ‘sorry’ in a boxing ring! 

I have also started painting, which I haven’t 
done since I was a kid. 

ft You worked your way up in showbiz through working as 
a comic at Pontius, but you also appeared on New Faces. 
What do you think of TV talent shows? 

A I think they’re a gift, but it depends which 
way you look at it. Richard Holloway, the 
producer of Britain’s Grot Talent, was the pro¬ 
ducer of New Faces when I did it and executive 
producer when I was doing The Price Is Right. 

People like Richard and Simon Cowell have 
discovered that there are as many nutters 
around now as there were 20 years ago, and I 
was one of them, and there was just as much 
entertainment value in watching the audi¬ 
tions as the actual show. 

Britain’s Got Talent isn’t that different from 


New Faces or Opportunity Knocks in that they 
turn it round and show you the audition 
process. 

If you put yourself up for these talent shows, 
you know what you’re doing - and everyone 
wants their 15 minutes of fame. 

Do you still like touring? 

A I love the gigs, but the travelling is horren¬ 
dous. We were playing Dudley, which is a 
two-and-a-half-hour drive from my house but 
which took 11 hours after we got stuck on the 
M25. 

The travelling and hotels can be a night¬ 
mare - you are up until 2am to drive to the 
next gig, which is always great but the travel¬ 
ling there isn’t. 

Who are your big comedy influences? 

A I was lucky enough to know Bob 
Monkhouse and was close to him at the 
end. He was a great influence in my life and 
my attitude to the business. He was a gentle¬ 
man, with not a bad word to say about anyone. 
I did New Faces, and he asked me around and 
helped me get on to other shows. Like him, I’d 
rather be liked. 

I also like Steve Martin: he was the first to 
do that random, anarchic kind of comedy, and 
a genius at stand-up - and then packed it in.

But you still enjoy performing... 


A Yes, and if you don’t, you have to remind 
yourself why you came into the business in 
the first place - the answer should never be for 
the money, but just for the job. Nobody ever 
starts doing it just for the money - I think 
there must be something wrong with comics 
who want to get on stage and say ‘Please love 
me’. What’s the need that makes you want to 
do that? 

But I intended to be an actor, really, and I did 
a play recently with Stephen Berkoff for two 
nights at the New End Theatre in Hampstead.

Tell us about the new tour 


A Well, it’s called the ESP Tour and it fea¬ 
tures all sorts of craziness and a bit more of 
the ESP stuff. 

I’ve always been quite intrigued by that sort 
of thing and the way that mind-readers use it 
- but I just take the mick out of it and people 
love it. 

My favourite bits of the show are always the 
bits with the audience. To be honest, it’s not 
something I really believe in, though.

A CHOIR from Pent Valley Tech¬ 
nology College performed in front 
of some of the country’s most expe¬ 
rienced musicians in the finals of a 
prestigious competition.

It provides workshops for all ages in Asian 
and Western cross-cultural music and dance 
including Bollywood, Asian drumming, Asian 
singing, cross-over ensemble/instrumental 
workshops, DJ-ing and music technology. 

Classical and contemporary Indian and 
European musicians make up ShivaNova, 
whose cross-cultural ensemble performs 
nationally and internationally. 

The company also delivers education pro¬ 
gramming with schools and arts organi¬ 
sations, providing workshops with girls and 
young women around the country over the last 


six years as part of GoGo - the Girls Only 
Global Orchestra Project. 

Kent Music, founded in 1948, was originally 
one of 15 rural music schools established by 
the Rural Music Schools Association.

• The major problem is that most teachers 
(not all) have only an academic background 
- in other words, been to school, been to 


college and back to school and have had no 
relationship to the workplace in the real 
world and only recognise an academic 
qualification as being worthy as this is the 
route they have taken. 

The example I can think of is a young 
man from a grammar school who came to 
us on work experience - talking to him, it 
came out in conversation that a teacher who 
was also the careers adviser was just out of 
university and was only 22 years old. 

What experience did she have to be able 
to give advice to young people? 

My son went to a secondary school and as 
a teenager would have never been able to 
cope, academically and emotionally, at 
grammar school. 

He went to technical college and entered 
an electronics BTEC course. 

He left at the end of the course with the 
qualification and was accepted by the BBC 
as an engineer, went on to become an 
engineering manager for the BBC and at 34 
took an external university degree in music 
and now has ‘BA Hons’ after his name. 

I feel that education continues after 
school, as does development of young 
people, and often it is the wrong decision to 
force children into an academic path rather 
than let them grow at their own rate. 

Too much is put on them to aim for a 
degree course rather than allowing them to 
blossom at their own rate. 

What is wrong being a plumber, 
a carpenter, a mechanic or an electrician if 
they are good at that and they feel that they 
are contributing to society? 

At the moment we have too many people 
who have degrees with no work - and not 
have enough people who can do the more 
practical work that we all need done.

The Empire has now taken 
its place in history, yet we are still paying 
hand over fist. Why? 

Because it’s the right thing to do? 
Because we have always helped those in 
trouble? Many Britons ask why every day, 
especially those on the breadline. 

Take the situations in Pakistan, China, 
Somalia, Iraq and Afghanistan. We are 
paying billions - for what? Especially 
when Britons are struggling to put food on 
the table, clothe their kids, find jobs and 
retain their dignity. Millions have to 
struggle daily to make ends meet. 


Most pensioners have to take fuel 
payments to warm themselves. Yet civil 
servants are guaranteed early retirement 
and respectable pensions. MPs, among 
others, get handouts, even getting paid 
when kicked out of power. 

The Government has asked what we 
want. Yet will it restore our rights and en¬ 
sure our laws are British and not dictated 
by Brussels? Will it ensure the jobless 
have work by freezing all EU immigration, 
instead of blaming those from outside? 

Will it freeze taxes and VAT that hit the 
poorest? Will it stop fuel-price-rises so the 
poor have some respite? Will it stop rip¬ 
ping us off with petty fines, parking and 
speeding scams? 

Will it ensure our soldiers are paid 
better? Will it stop wasting money on 
countries that have failed their own 
people? Countries that harbour terrorism 
yet fail to provide basic infrastructure. 

Are we helping those countries by 
wasting billions of pounds while Britons 
suffer? Our government is duty-bound to 
look after and care for its citizens first, 
above all others.

OF CHOPIN ~ 

Thursday, September 16, \ 

Dover Harbour and Dover Town Hall 


SOME special musical guests will 
be arriving in Kent in spectacular 
style tomorrow. 

To mark the 200th anniversary of the birth 
of composer Chopin, the Polish National Radio 
Symphony Orchestra is paying a visit to Dover 
to perform a special concert. But they will be 
travelling across the seas in eye-catching fash¬ 
ion, aboard Dar Mlodziezy. 

The three-mast frigate is a Polish sailing 
training vessel designed by Zygmunt Choren 
and launched at the Gdansk Shipyard in 1982. 

During the day, visitors will be able to visit 
the ship, which was built for around the world 
trips and can stay at sea for up to 60 days. The 
ship won the 2006 World Cup regatta around 
Bornholm and now it is bringing the orchestra 
to Dover, as part of a series of celebratory con¬ 
certs around Europe. 

The orchestra is performing at Copenhagen, 
Gothenburg, Oslo and Boulogne-sur-Mer, as 
well as Dover. 

The voyage, dubbed DFDS Seaways Under 
the Flag of Chopin, has been arranged in part¬ 
nership with the Embassy of the Republic of 
Poland and the Polish Cultural Institute. It is 
also supported by the Ministry of Culture and 
National Heritage, Fryderyk Chopin Institute 
in Warsaw and Adam Mickiewicz Institute in 
Warsaw. 

Thursday’s journey across the sea will culmi¬ 
nate in a performance by the orchestra at 
Dover Town Hall at 7pm on Thursday. 

Conducted by Jacek Kasprzyk, the concert 
will feature rising soloist Ewa Kupiec and 
includes some music which is appropriate for 
the seaside setting. The programme also 
includes Chopin’s Fantasy on Polish Airs and 
Andante Spianato and Grand Polonaise in E 
flat major. 

Last year the orchestra played to a sell-out 
audience at Canterbury Cathedral, when 
Krzysztof Penderecki conducted his acclaimed 
St Luke Passion as part of the Sounds New 
Contemporary Music Festival. 

Considered to be Poland’s leading orchestra, 
it also acts as a cultural ambassador on the 
international art scene. 

Bom in a village in the Duchy of Warsaw in 
1810, Chopin soon revealed himself to be a 
child prodigy pianist and composer. His educa¬ 
tion was completed in the city, but following 
the November 1830 uprising, he became part 
of the Polish Great Emigration when he 
moved to Paris. 

He gave few public performances during his 
career, supporting himself by teaching and 
composing. For 10 years he shared a tempes¬ 
tuous relationship with female French writer, 
George Sand and their affair has been the 
focus of much interest, including a theatre 
show called The Last Ballade. 



When Chopin first met Sand, she was the 
mistress of his friend, fellow composer Franz 
Liszt and he took an immediate dislike to her. 
But they later fell in love and their relation¬ 
ship ended just two years before his death. 

His technically-demanding works are still 
extremely popular today, for although they are 
challenging, they also express great emotion 
and subtle nuances. Not only did he make 
major innovations to certain musical tech¬ 


niques, he also invented the musical form 
known as the instrumental ballade. 

Despite his genius, Chopin was not destined 
to live to an old age. Throughout his life he suf¬ 
fered from health problems and he died in 
Paris in October 1849, aged just 39.

SONY Ericsson reckons the Xperia X10 is so good 
they even brought out a fun-size version the X10 Mini. 

And this range of flagship phones is an 
entertaining choice with some nice soft¬ 
ware that brings social networking and 
media galleries together in two easily nav¬ 
igated streams. 

The large Xperia X10 and its cigarette- 
box size brother, the keyboard-equipped 
X10 mini Pro, both look the part boasting a 
sleek, black body and sparkling screen. 

And the phones have brains as well as 
beauty with powerful processors running 
Google's Android operating system and 
great cameras, with the X10 packing a 
whopping 8.1 megapixel shooter. 

The mini is not far behind with a 
decent 5 megapixel offering. 


Sony Ericsson has added its own features to the 
standard Android package, commonly called a skin. 

This consists of Timescape - which brings together 
all your social feeds from Twitter to text messages into 
one media stream - and 
Mediascape - which does the 
same but for photos and video, 
allowing you to view albums on 
Facebook as well as those stored 
on your phone. 

Timescape presents you 
with a smooth- scrolling 
stream of tweets, texts and 
status updates, but it's pretty 
much just a viewer. To see the 
message you tap once, but to 
reply you have to open a sepa¬ 
rate app, be it Twitter, text 
messages or Facebook. 
Mediascape on the other 


hand is a great addition, and it is nice 
to have all your pictures in one 
place, especially displayed on the 
XIO's brilliant screen. 

The only downside is current¬ 
ly the phones still run an elder¬ 
ly version of Android. 

Stuck on'droid 1.6, users 
miss out on Microsoft 
Exchange support, a 
deal-breaker for 
many busi¬ 
ness cus¬ 
tomers, and it 
can only support one 
Google account at a time. There are 
workarounds -1 used an app which came bundled with 
the review phone called Moxier Mail. It does the job, but 
it's not the integrated experience it should be on a 
phone like the X10. 


And despite the power of the hardware, you will 
find moments where the otherwise responsive 
screen drags and stutters. 

But wait! News just in is that this month Sony 
Ericsson will finally be 
updating the whole Xperia 
range to Android 2.1. This 
means Exchange support, 
faster Bluetooth, live wallpa¬ 
pers and five home screens on 
which to keep all your favourite 
Android apps. 

So now really is a good time 
to pick up this soon-to-be-even- 
more powerful smartphone. 
Because compared to Apple's ubiq¬ 
uitous iPhone, the X10 is preposterous¬ 
ly good value. It's free on most contracts, 
and you can find one for £255 sim free. 
Considering its capable camera, this 
really isn't bad for guality hardware, especially 
as you know the software is going to be updated in a 
couple of weeks.

ANYONE who owns an iPhone knows the only 
real problem is its battery that doesn't last a 
day without recharging. 

Apple fans will say it's because the iPhone 
does so much that you use it for everything; crit¬ 
ics of the iconic phone say it's overpriced and 
Apple builds in obsolescence by sealing the bat¬ 
tery inside. 

So while other phones offer the option of 
carrying another fully charged battery to be 
truly mobile, Apple owners need to consider 
options like the Mophie Juice Pack Air. 

It is in fact a really neat piece of kit, the lat¬ 
est from a manufacturer which has shown 
you can have longer life and good looks. It 
doubles your battery life and acts as protec¬ 
tive cover.

The only disadvantage is while the case is on 
the loudspeaker doesn't work so you need 
headphones. And in place of the Apple lead you 
get a mini USB which can charge from your 
computer port or with common adapter plugs. 

For my 13-year-old son it transformed his 
experience especially when we went on holiday. 
His 8gb Touch never went flat so long and he 
remembered to charge it when not in use. Fie 
also loved the slightly larger case. 

First the iPod charged, then the juice pack 
Effectively you can switch the juice pack on to 
recharge an ailing iPod too. 

There are two groups of people who will 
benefit. Games addicts and iPhone users who 
use the full range of facilites. And I reckon 
that's about everyone.

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Meet Tamara Drewe - country 
life will never be the same again

A NEW life in the country is a 
messy business in Stephen 
Frears’s rollicking comedy based 
on Posy Simmonds’s much-loved 
graphic novel. 

Shot on location in Dorset, during an 
unseasonably hot spell last October, Tamara 
Drewe chronicles one turbulent year in the life 
of a young woman struggling to come to terms 
with the death of her mother. 

The people she touches during the grieving 
process also undergo transformations, gaining 
the strength to make tough decisions about 
their personal relationships or pursue deep- 
rooted obsessions to their catastrophic 
conclusion. 

Screenwriter Moira Buffini draws 
inspiration from Simmonds’s illustrations to 
sketch finely detailed characters complete 
with moral flaws, retaining the spirit of the 
book while playing to the strengths of film. 

Gemma Arterton is perfectly cast as London 
newspaper journalist Tamara, who returns to 
the cosy village of Ewedown to sell her late 
mother’s cottage. 

Blessed with a cosmetically-sculpted new 
nose and a sense of style that sets her apart 
from her Wellington boot-clad neighbours, 
Tarama turns heads of the men folk. 

She hires childhood sweetheart and 
handyman, Andy Cobb (Luke Evans), to 
oversee repairs whilst encouraging lustful 
glances from celebrated thriller writer and 
serial philanderer, Nicholas Hardiment (Roger 
Allam), who treats his wife Beth (Tamsin 
Greig) like a skivvy and is ill-suited to the 
rural setting. 

“I don’t like cows. They exude bovine malice,” 
he complains. 

Tempers flare when Tamara begins dating 
Ben Sergeant (Dominic Cooper), drummer 
and driving force behind rock band Swipe. 

Schoolgirls Jody (Jessica Barden) and Casey 
(Charlotte Christie), obsessive fans of Ben,

harbour dreams of stealing the rock god away 
from Tamara, and they will stoop to any 
depths to get their man. 

Meanwhile, Beth enjoys compliments from 
American scholar Glen (Bill Camp), who 
cannot disguise his admiration for everything 
that she does, gushing excitedly: “If it were 
possible to have an orgasm from food, these 
mince pies would do it!” 

Tamara Drewe puts a joyful and sometimes 
darkly humorous spin on Thomas Hardy’s Far 
From The Madding Crowd, with Arterton’s 
sexy heroine at the centre of the bed-hopping 
and intrigue. 


Allam’s adulterer elicits pantomime boos 
with every act of treachery, and Greig tugs the 
heartstrings with a tour de force performance 
as a down-trodden cuckold, who notices her 
husband’s natural glow after one liaison and 
innocently chirps: “You’re buzzing like my 
electric toothbrush just after I’ve changed the 
batteries.” 

Cooper gets lost in the mix, while the double- 
act of potty-mouthed youngsters Barden and 
Christie pickpocket all the best exchanges, 
including one quip about teapot lids that 
might just turn out to be one of the lines of the 
year.

YOUR TV REVIEW HELP! MY HOUSE IS FALLING DOWN: Channel 4,8pm, Tuesday 


THIS latest television venture into 
the UK’s mercurial housing market 
deals with families who have made 
singularly terrible decisions when 
investing in that ‘dream home’. 

Never mind that it has dry rot, wet 
rot, woodworm, a rat infestation, 
death watch beetle, rnasomy bees, 
and a flooding cellar - these families 
bought their wrecks anyway. And 
they did not even think to get a 
structural survey. 

In this new programme Channel 4 
has roped in property veteran Sarah 
Beeny to help hapless homeowners 
sort out their eye-wateringly foolish 
purchases. 

I watched a couple from Garden 
Village in Hull struggle against their 
100-year-old forever home, which was 
being tom apart by magnificent yet 
treacherous trees. 

The roots had destroyed sewage

pipes and the trees’ thirst for water 
had made the soil diy up and the 
house subside. This in turn had 
produced cracks in rnasomy and 
windows, leaving the whole place 
damp and rotting. 

And woodworm was happily eating 
its way through floorboards and 
structural beams. 

The show’s producers dealt with 
this grizzly situation by introducing 
comically nightmarish music 
throughout, and a series of 
melodramatically colourless shots 
depicting the worst of the defects. 

Even the usually upbeat Sarah 
Beeny has been told to keep her 
commentary to a hushed monotone, 
lending the programme a bizarrely 
gothic feel. 


A 

But the programme does have 
several redeeming features. Ms 
Beeny gives her usual brand of 
friendly, helpful and practical advice. 
She is also not too shy to tell people 
what needs doing. 

The programme is littered with 
hints and tips for those with similar 
problems, from how to spot whether 
your woodworm is alive to the 
perennial plea to get a full stmctural 
survey. 

And rather than introduce too 
much false melodrama, the couple I 
watched got to enjoy an experiment 
showing that, despite months of 
sleepless nights, their house was not 
actually going to topple down. 

The programme does show that, even 
if you have bought a ridiculously 
dubious-looking house, it will 
probably be okay given enough 
money, care and attention.

AS we creep along the 
jungle trail it’s difficult to 
imagine that just a decade 
ago this was a lawless land 
where rebels roamed. 

Gun-toting militiamen ravaged 
this wildlife sanctuary deep in 
Sierra Leone’s south-east forest, 
killing animals for food and fun, 
stealing anything they could find 
and flushing out the community. 

Tony Blair had to send troops in to 
Freetown to rescue British citizens. 

Now tour operator Exodus takes 
Britons back there on holiday; on 
guided group tours offering a mix of 
local culture, wildlife, great beaches 
and organised activities like canoe 
trips and midnight snorkelling. 

Certainly, life is thriving again on 
the wildlife sanctuary of Tiwai 
Island. 

Eleven species of monkey rule the 
forest and the elusive pygmy 
hippopotamus roams the beds of the 
lazy Moa River. 

Scores of bird species live in 
treetops above the majestic buttress 
roots and dense bush far beneath. 

We took a walk at dawn, a good 
time to see animals, and mysterious 
rustlings and cracking branches 
indicated there were plenty about. 

Our guide, Mohamed Koroma, 
from Kambama village, started 
work in the forest as a teenager. 

He talked about the day the rebels 
came: “When they reached the 
village, they asked us to cross with 
them. Someone refused and they 
killed him.” 

Tiwai Island typifies proud and 
beautiful Sierra Leone, a country 
roughly the size of Wales and 60 per 
cent Islamic. 

Where terror once ruled, natural 
beauty now pervades and its people 
want to share it with visitors. 

As you land in Sierra Leone, after 
a six-hour flight from London, all 


you see from the window is deep 
green forest and rust-red earth. This 
can only be Africa. 

At Lungi Airport on the western 
coast, the heat envelops you. Our 
long wait at the luggage carousel 
was eased by friendly West African 
greetings. Unlike many undeveloped 
airports, people are keen to help. 

Lungi is across the huge natural 
harbour from Freetown, the bustling 
capital, so we caught the boat for the 
half-hour sea trip. 

We explored the city on foot, via 
the indoor market, where bartering 
for wooden figurines and ornate 
fabrics is part of the fun. 

Inside St George’s Cathedral we 
found calm amid all the commotion. 

In the heart of the capital is the 
iconic Cotton Tree, where Sierra 
Leoneans gather for celebrations. Its 
huge canopy spreads like a comfort 
blanket over a central square. 

Freetown witnessed so much 
terror during the 1991 to 2002 civil 
war, but tourist chiefs plan to 
change this war-tom image. 

To the south of the Western Area 
peninsula lie the Banana Islands, 


places of incredible beauty which 
are scarred with an ugly history. 

Sierra Leone was a hub of the 
slave trade, and the islands were 
slaving ports. 

It’s tough to visualise these 
atrocities as you stroll along the 
beaches and swim in calm, warm seas. 

A few yards from the shore, beach 
huts are spacious and comfortable. 
At our request, restaurant staff 
swam out for fresh lobsters. 

After soaking up the rays, we drove 
into the hills of the peninsula to 
Tacugama Chimpanzee Sanctuary, 
which cares for 100 abused chimps 
before returning them to the wild. 

Sierra Leone’s second city, Bo, is 
six hours’ drive from Freetown. 

A walk around the maze of narrow 
alleyways in the food market 
challenges the senses. Chillies of 
every colour are strewn across 
tables, the smell of pungent dried 
fish fills the air and traders shout 
their prices. 

A rough diamond in West Africa, 
Sierra Leone is rich in natural 
beauty and genuine hospitality, and 
eager to invite the world to share it.

HAVING produced one of the 
best value serious off-roaders in 
the business before, has Kia gone 
soft on us with the new Sorento? 

The Korean brand admits it can sell more 
units by abandoning the ‘rough tough 4x4’ sec¬ 
tor and Sorento prices are as keen as ever, 
though the £21,455 five-seat, front-wheel drive 
only entry model with a 2.4-litre 172bhp petrol 
engine is slower and thirstier than the 2.2-litre 
194bhp diesel - the must buy from an extra 
£1,800 that also brings seven seats. 

The Sorento now straddles the SUV (sports 
utility vehicle) and MPV sectors and is close to 
the Volvo XC90 SUV for a lot less money and 
with Kia’s now universal seven-year/100,000- 
mile warranty. 

It could not differ more from its predecessor; 
the classic ‘body on ladder frame’ for off-roader 
rigidity over rough terrain has made way for a 
one-piece body akin to a standard car. 

It means the newcomer is lighter, more styl¬ 
ish and far better on-road, yet 4x4 versions 
(from £24,495) can tackle fairly dodgy terrain 
too - as I proved at the launch earlier this year.

And now, after a whole week with the car, I 
like it even more. The diesel might sound a lit¬ 
tle gruff, but has plenty of low-down urge for 
this big car in busy traffic, while allowing eco¬ 
nomical cruising, averaging around 40mpg in 
manual or auto form - both six-speeders. 

The car’s height and bulk are controlled well 
when driven with spirit too, while Kia’s 
increasing mastery of decent interiors at value 
prices is also evident. 

However, the test car’s silver-coloured plastic 
highlights already showed some scuffing, 
which does not bode well for how they might 
look in a year’s time. 

The cabin is huge and airiness was enhanced 
by a panoramic sun roof - with electric open¬ 
ing/tilt on the front section - standard on our 
£30,005 KX-3 4x4 flagship model. 

Both rear rows of seats are easily managed 
for whatever mix of seating and cargo is 
required and second row seats rake so that 
passengers can snooze on long journeys; the 
new Sorento really does crossover/MPV duties 
rather well. 

Of course, there are brand snobs who might 
crave more status, but why spend more and 
settle for a piffling warranty too?
